smooth surface. let when the tide 
Is coming in the sand softens 10 that 
It engulfs everything upon Us surface. 


If you want to understand about 


qulcksnnd, take two pots and fill both 
with dry sand. It takes a good deal of 
force to push an uncut pencil to the 
bottom of either Jar. 
Dampen the 


sand In one Jar, and It is still difficult 
to penetrate, but soak It—mix it with 
n quantity of water, nnd keep the 
mixture stirred—nnd the pencil pierce* 
to the bottom with ease. 


This shows the secret of quicksand. 


If the grains nre separated by water 
which Is constantly coming In from be- 
low, 
the sand Is "quick." 
But the 


separating ngent need not be water;

The first 


Seed Growers Will Meet In lth*ea 


on Aug 1 


A summer meeting of seed grow- 


ers will be held in Ithaca, N. Y., on 
Aug. 
1, 10 o'clock Standard time, un- 


der the auspices of the New York 
8e«d Improvement Co-operative as- 
sociation. Inc., and the New York 
State College of Agriculture. The 
growers will meet in front of Bailer 
Hall. 


The program will be Informal in 


nature, consisting chiefly 
of field 


irlps to inspect experimental plots 
of Interest to seed growers. Partic- 
ular attention will be given the po- 
tato sample test plots of the de- 
partment of plant pathology. The 
visitors will also Inspect demonstra- 
tion plots of the department of veg- 
etable gardening where some 100 
varieties will be seen, and the grain 
breeding plots of the department ol 
plant breeding. 


Members of the staffs 
of these 


three departments -rill be present to 
explain the experiments and discuss 
problems of seed growing.

since early In April, due to heavy re- 
ceipts and slow dressed meat mar- 
kets. Egg prices have risen because 
of small products, moderate storage 
stocks and strong demand.
